Community  Community  Mental  Health 

School  Board  Is  Town  Meeting  Topic 


Clarification 

Many  of  our'  readers  may 
have  noticed  an  article  con¬ 
cerning  the  Community  School 
Board  in  the  February  11  is¬ 
sue  of  the  Progress.  Though 
the  story  was  basically  ac¬ 
curate,  Mr.  Leon  Markel,  a 
critic  of  the  plan,  made  some 
statements  that  should  be 
corrected.  Mr.  Markel,  like 
many  others,  fails  to  under¬ 
stand  the  difference  between 
the  Community  School  Board 
Committee,  OMI,  and  the 
Community  Education  Plan¬ 
ning  Project  (CEPP).  The 
federal  grant  to  which  he 
refers  was  given  to  CEPP  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  upgrading 
elementary  education  in  the 
community.  It  has  no  direct 
connection  with  the  Com¬ 
munity  School  Board  which, 
if  established,  will  have  to 
seek  its  own  funding. 

NOT  OMI 

In  addition,  though  Dr. 
Blanford  and  many  others  in 
the  committee  are  active 
members  of  OMI,  the  Com¬ 
munity  School  Board  is  in  no 
way  a  creature  of  OMI.  The 
planning  committee  is  com¬ 
posed  of  parent  representa¬ 
tives  from  each  school  in¬ 
volved  and  since  many  of  the 
schools  draw  students  from 
outside  the  immediate  OMI 
area,  it  is  much  broader  in 
scope  than  the  actual  OMI 
organization.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  everyone  in  the  com¬ 
munity  clearly  understands 
that  though  OMI,  and  CEPP 
are  naturally  involved,  the 
Community  School  Board  will 
be  independent,  and  its  first 
responsibility  will  be  to  the 
students  and  parents  of  the 
member  schools. 

COMMUNICATION 

As  reported  in  the  Progress, 
there  have  been  some  com¬ 
munication  difficulties  be¬ 
tween  the  committee  and 
S.F.U.S.D.  officials.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  does  feel  that  due  to 
some  confusion  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  did  not  inform  them 
that  the  issue  was  going  to  be 
placed  on  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
te  .Agenda  for  discussion. 
Since  they  were  not  so  in¬ 
formed,  no  one  from  the  com¬ 
mittee  was  present  to  defend 
the  proposal.  It  is  hoped,  how¬ 
ever  ,  that  this  experience  will 
not  be  repeated.  The  commit- 
teehas  received  expressions  of 
interest  from  Dr.  Jenkins  and 
other  District  officials  and 
hopes  that  from  here  on  in 
there  will  be  orderly  progress 
toward  a  working  Community 
School  Board. 


Community  Mental  Health  will  be  the  featured  topic  of  the 
March  Town  Meeting  at  St.  Emydius  Community  Center.  The 
meeting  will  be  chaired  by  William  Dunn  with  several  guest 
speakers. 

The  primary  emphasis  will  be  on  foster  homes  for  mentally 
retarded.  This  subject  has  been  discussed  in  two  articles  in  the 
OMI  News  as  a  result  of  considerable  concern  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  Many  people  in  the  area  feel  that  the  homes  are  un¬ 
desirable  and,  in  some  cases,  illegal,  and  that  they  should  be 
put  out  of  operation.  The  Department  of  Social  Services,  on  the 
other  hand,  strongly  defends  the  homes  on  the  grounds  that  it 
is  the  most  practical  and  humane  way  of  caring  for  the  re¬ 
tarded  in  view  of  severe  hospital  space  shortage.

"Rent  to  Buy" 
Starts  in  OMI 

Walter  Scott,  of  the  S.F. 
Housing  Authority  describes 
a  low-rent  public  housing 
project  that  is  being  started 
in  OMI.  The  plan  is  called 
“rent  to  buy,”  and  means  that 
the  government  buys  availa¬ 
ble  houses,  and  then  rents  to 
home  seekers  until  they  can 
purchase  the  property. 

Home  ownership  is  earned 
by:  1.  making  monthly  pay¬ 
ments  based  on  25  per  cent  of 
the  tenant’s  income;  2.  pro¬ 
viding  all  repair  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  the  home;  3.  building 
up  “Homebuyers  Ownership 
Reserve"  (through  1  and  2). 

Initial  status  will  be  a 
month  to  month  tenancy  with 
an  obligation  to  build  up  the 
Homebuyers  Ownership  Re¬ 
serve  to  $200.00  within  two 
years. 

Status  then  changes  to 
“Homebuyer,"  but  the  obliga¬ 
tion  continues  to  build  up  the 
Homebuyers  Ownership  Re¬ 
serve  to  $350.00  and  thereafter 
to  keep  adding  to  that  amount. 
While  the  family  is  perform¬ 
ing  its  obligations,  the  Local 
Authority  will  be  making  pay¬ 
ments  on  the  capital  debt  in 
accordance  with  a  schedule 
which  will  assure  full  pay¬ 
ment  in  approximately  25 
years.  Thus,  while  the  capital 
debt  is  being  reduced,  tire 
family’s  Homebuyers  Reserve 
is  building  up.  When  the 
amount  in  the  Reserve  covers 
the  remaining  balance,  the 
family  will  take  title  to  the 
home. 

One  of  the  main  concerns  of 
local  citizens  is  if  the  Housing 
Authority  buys  too  many  such 
homes,  it  may  cause  a  drop 
in  property  value  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  Mr.  Scott  feels,  how¬ 
ever,  that  because  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  being  put  in:  effect  all 
over  the  city,  this  is  not  likely 
to  happen. 

One  of  the  first  such  homes 
is  in  the  200  block  of  Thrift  St. 
Members  of  this  block  re¬ 
cently  were  represented  by 
Rev.  H.  A.  Bryant  who  dis¬ 
cussed  it  with  Mr.  Scott.  The 
Housing  Authority  is  eager  to 
discuss  the  program  with  any 
interested  citizens.  For  in¬

Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

The  1970  session  of  the  California  Legislature  is  now  begin¬ 
ning  its  third  month. 

It  is  about  this  time  that  the  real  action  begins  to  happen  in 
both  the  Assembly  and  Senate.  Leadership  positions  have  been 
for  the  most  part  settled;  Committee  chairmen  have  been  as¬ 
signed  for  the  duration  of  the  session;  legislators  have  been  as¬ 
signed  to  a  minimum  of  two  and  a  maximum  of  three  commit¬ 
tees;  and  finally,  many  bills  dealing  with  a  wide  variety  of 
subject  areas  have  been  introduced  with  the  ever  present 
publicity. 

This  year,  the  main  focus  of  legislative  attention  will  quite 
properly  be  on  property  tax  reform.  In  February,  the  Governor 
presented  his  tax  reform  package  in  addition  to  numerous  other 
proposals  from  State  legislators.  All  of  these  proposals  must  be 
completed  in  bill  form  and  discussed  before  the  Assembly 
Revenue  and  Taxation  Committee. 

It  was  an  honor  to  be  appointed  Vice  Chairman  of  this  ex¬ 
tremely  powerful  fiscal  committee  by  the  Speaker  of  the  As¬ 
sembly.  This  position  will  strengthen  my  efforts  to  protect  San 
Francisco’s  interests  in  any  proposed  tax  reform  and  school 
finance  formulas.  In  the  first  days  of  this  year’s  session,  I 
introduced  the  first  tax  reform  legislation  in  the  form  of  AB 
406.  Specifically,  this  measure  would  help  low  income  elderly 
homeowners  and  renters  by  improving  property  tax  rebates. 

It  is  my  plan  to  amend  and  extend  provisions  of  the  1967 
Senior  Citizens  Property  Tax  Assistance  Law.  Right  now,  an 
elderly  person  must  be  65  and  have  an  income  of  less  than 
$3,350  per  year  in  order  to  qualify  for  any  tax  relief  for  their 
homes  or  apartment  rents.  Obviously,  the  general  mushroom¬ 
ing  of  inflation  has  prevented  may  Senior  Californians  from 
applying  for  help. 

My  proposals  to  correct  this  situation  include :  ( 1 )  Lowering 
the  eligibility  age  to  62,  (2)  increasing  the  household  income 
eligibility  from  $3,350  to  $4,500;  (3)  establish  that  “household 
income”  shall  consist  of  only  the  husband  and  wife  (presently 
the  income  of  all  residents  is  counted  even  if  they  don’t  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes,  such  as  teenage  chil¬ 
dren);  (4)  provide  for  100  per  cent  rebate  when  incomes  are 
$2,000  or  under  instead  of  the  present  $1,000)  (5)  extend  a 
measure  of  tax  relief  to  the  renter  because  rents  paid  reflect 
property  taxes)  (6)  eliminate  the  present  requirement  that 
proof  that  the  property  tax  has  been  paid  in  cash  be  filed  before 
a  qualified  senior  citizen  can  even  request  a  tax  rebate. 

It  is  my  strong  conviction  that  these  improvements  are  just 
and  necessary.  For  the  past  two  years  we  have  seen  that  too  few 
qualified  elderly  people  on  low  fixed  incomes  receive  any  as¬ 
sistance.  As  always,  my  office  is  prepared  to  help  residents  in 
the  19th  Assembly  District  obtain  every  benefit  and  right  owed 
to  them  by  the  State  of  California.  My  San  Francisco  State 
Building  District  Office  is  located  on  350  McAllister  Street,  and 
the  telephone  number  is  557-2662.

Program  a  Plus 

The  Community  Education 
Planning  Project’s  Tutorial 
Program,  which  emphasizes 
reading,  writing  and  spelling, 
is  operating  smoothly  at  most 
of  the  seven  OMI  elementary 
schools  and  particularly  well 
at  Temple  Methodist  Church 
for  Jr.  High  School  students. 

Successful  operation  of  a 
tutorial  center  is  dependent 
upon  (1)  The  reliability  of  the 
tutors  to  attend  each  assigned 
session  and  (2)  The  ratio  of 
tutor  to  tutee.  CEPP’s  goal  is 
to  establish  a  1  to  1  ratio ;  each 
center,  however,  is  still  un¬ 
derstaffed.  If  you  can  spare 
just  one  hour  a  week  from. 
3:00  to  4:00  p.m.,  volunteer 
your  services  at  the  CEPP 
offices,  205  Granada,  tele¬ 
phone:  334-5860.  You  will  be 
assigned  to  a  center  and  a 
tutee.  Based  upon  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  referral  from  his  teach¬ 
er  and  the  student’s  own  ex¬ 
pressed  desire  for  help,  you, 
with  the  assistance  of  the 
tutorial  center’s  supervisor, 
an  available  reading  specialist 
and  reading  materials  sup¬ 
plied  by  CEPP,  can  provide 
invaluable  assistance  and  gain 
a  rich  and  rewarding  experi¬ 
ence  for  yourself;

Day  Care  Committee 
Needs  Your  Support 

The  OMI  Board  and  Day  Care  Committee  ask  the  communi¬ 
ty’s  support  in  their  efforts  to  bring  two  kinds  of  day  care  cen¬ 
ters  to  our  area. 

For  a  year  and  a  half,  the  Day  Care  Committee  has  been 
working  to  bring  a  State  Children’s  Center,  run  by  the  local 
school  district,  to  the  OMI.  These  efforts  are  bearing  fruit.  The 
school  district  is  currently  negotiating  with  Temple  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  over  the  placing  of  a  Children’s  Center  with  a 
capacity  of  120  pre-school  and  school  age  children  in  the  church 
building.  The  Community  is  urged  to  write  Dr.  Robert  Jenkins, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  to  request  that 
this  center  be  placed  in  our  community. 

Recently,  an  attempt  to  bring  an  EOC  Day  Care  Center  to 
our  community  has  been  begun.  A  proposal  has  been  submitted 
to  establish  a  Child  Care  Center  in  an  empty  building  on  the 
corner  of  Broad  and  Capitol,  and  a  church  building  on  Capitol 
and  Farallones.  The  proposed  center  would  accommodate  60 
children.  Funds  for  this  center  would  come  from  the  federal 
government  (75  per  cent)  and  the  city  (25  per  cent).  The  finan¬ 
cing  of  this  center  is  currently  being  considered  in  the  Mayor’s 
office.  It  is  critical  that  OMI  residents  write  Mayor  Joseph 
Alioto,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco  to  urge  that  funds  be  granted 
for  this  child  care  center.  ,  ,  ,  ,  .

CEPP  Accomplishments: 
Involvement  in  Education 


The  Community  Planning 
Project  (CEPP)  was  founded 
by  OMI  in  cooperation  with 
the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  in  January  of 
1967.  It  is  funded  by  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  under  Title 
III  of  the  Elementary  and  Sec¬ 
ondary  Education  Act  for  a 
Reading  and  Language  Arts 
grant  and  serves  the  five 
public  and  two  parochial  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  in  the  OMI 
community. 

Highlights  of  the  CEPP-OMI 
accomplishments  include:  (1) 
Initiation  of  City-wide  Parent 
Teacher  conferences;  (2)  in¬ 
troduction  of  Science  Curr- 
riculum  Improvement  Study 
materials  into  city  schools; 

(3)  establishment  of  a  tutorial 
program  serving  all  seven 
OMI  elementary  schools  and 
the  two  Junior  High  Schools; 

(4)  identification  of  children 
with  potential  reading  prob¬ 
lems  at  the  kindergarten 
level,  (5)  parent  workshops  to 
help  kindergarten  children 
with  reading  readiness  prob¬ 
lems;  (6)  pilot  programs  in 
the  introduction  of  Sullivan 
Materials  prior  to  District¬ 
wide  use;  (7)  additional  staff 
for  the  seven  OMI  elementary 
schools  (Librarians,  Reading 
specialists,  “floating”  teach¬

functioning  library  at  each 
school;  (9)  additional  books, 
records  and  film  strips  for 
each  school  library;  (10)  sup¬ 
plementary  reading  materials 
for  classroom  use;  (11) 
workshops  to  assist  teachers 
in  making  good  use  of  new 
materials  and  techniques;
